Zlb. loaves for the officers and clerks. 

The Clerk (Mr. J. J. Doyle) said that there 
had been complaints about the quality of the 
flour, but that would. affect all the bread 
supplied equally. Steps had been immedi- 
ately taken to rectify it. Dr. P. J. Dwyer, 
Deputy Medical Superintendent, spoke of a 
recent. deputation, from the institution, which 
had visited the bakery and watched the whole 
process. The members of this deputation de

GAME PRESERVATION. 
——— " AE 
NATIONAL MONUMENTS BILL. 


The Game Preservation Bill, 1999, was 
passed through its final stage. 

On resuming the Report stage of the 
National Monuments Bill, 

Mr. 8. L. BROWN, K.C. (for the Right 
Hon. Andrew Jameson), mentioned that a 
definition of archmwological objects had been 
agreed on, and that it excluded anything like 
pieces of Waterford glass, Irish silver and 
other-personal possessions which had no asso- 
ciation with Irish historical events, and which 
had no value other than their intrinsic and 
artistic value. 

Mr. H. 8. GUINNESS welcomed the an- 
nouncement, as the clause in the bill pro- 
hibiting the export of archeological objects 
was very drastic. 

The bill then passed through the Report 
and final stages. 


GAELTACHT HOUSING. 

On the Report stage of the Housing (Gael- 
tacht) Bill, 1929, 

Mr. CONNOLLY moved to insert a new 
sub-section—viz., that no building or improv- 
ing grant shall be made under this Act to 
any person (a) who is in receipt of either a 
salary or pension (other than an “cé 
pension or disability allowance) Írom the 
State or any public body, or from the British 
Government, exceeding £25 per annum; (b) 
the poor law valuation of whose holding 
exceeds £10, 

Speaking to the amendment, Mr. CON- 
NOLLY pointed out that the main purpose 
of the motion was to prevent pensioners who 
were in receipt of more than £25 a year from 
Henefiting under the Act. The only motive 
that he had in mentioning British pensioners 
was that they also should be covered under 
the clause, 

Mr. M. COMYN, K.C., in supporting the 
amendment, said that it would be a great 
help in tho administration of the bill, and 
would prevent well-off people from benefiting 
by the State funds at the expense of the poor 


man, 
Mr. LYNCH, Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries, said that the underlying idea in 


the bill was that everyone who built a house 
in the Gaeltacht should get 4 grant towards 
the cost of it; but it was not intended that 
a man should be paid wages for his own 
labour. The particular class of house for 
which £80 would be granted would be a 
standard house, the material for which would 
cost £130. A handyman’s labour would cost 
the farmer about £50. A great deal of dis- 
cretion should be allowed in the administra- 
tion of the Act. 

The aim of the Ministry was that when 
houses were supplied to the poor people in 
the Gaeltacht, their children—particularly 
the girls—should learn knitting, and so estab- 
lish some little industries in the areas, If 
there were earnings obtained in that way it 
would enable these rsons to apply for 
grants apd loans, which, in time, they would 
be able to pay back. Hf there’ were any 
such persons earning in a family—according 
to the amendment—that family would be ex- 
cluded from a grant. The amendment, if 
carried, would undoubtedly add to tfe cost 
of administration. by reason of the inquiries 
that would have to be made as to whether 
or not the persons concerned had either a 
pension or a salary. Then, again, if the line 
were drawn at holdings of the valuation of 
£10, it was to be feared that persons would 
rad excluded whom the bill was intended to 
elp. 

On a division the amendment was rejected 
by 22 votes to 15, i 


RATE OF INTEREST. 

Mr. JOHNSON moved an amendment to 
Section 8 of the bill, the object of which 
was to secure that not more than 5 per cent. 
interest should be charged on the loans. 

Mr. F. LYNCH, in declining to accept the 
amendment, said that he coyld assure the 
Senate that the rate of interest to be charged 
on loans would not be greater than the rate 
at which the Government could borrow the 
money. It would be impossible to fix a 
figure, as suggested by Senator Johnson, as 
the rate would depend on what the Govern- 
ment had to pay for borrowed money. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Standing Orders having been suspended, 
the remaining stages of the bill were com- 
pleted.

POOR RELIEF BILL. 


QUESTION OF DEFINITIONS.

what was meant by the term “ destitute 
” and he thought that some other words 
should be used. 

The MINISTER (Mr. MULCAHY) said 
that there was no reason for any fear that 
the term ‘‘ destitute poor ” would be taken 
in the strictest sense. The phrase was taken 
from the Act of 1847 and other Acts, which 
gave the guardians power to help destitute 
persons who were unable to sup them- 
selves by their own industry or other labour. 
He submitted that no purpose would be 
served by changing the wording of the 
definition, 

Mr. JOHNSON withdrew his amendments, 
and expressed the hope that the Minister 
would bear the point in mind when dealing 
on permanent lines with this problem of the 


relief of the poor. 
_ A WORKING QUALIFICATION. 

Sir JOHN KEANE proposed an amend- 
ment, the effect of which, he said, was to 
mpose an obligation on the Guardians to 
make everybody work according to his age, 
strength and capacity, as a condition of get- 
ting relief. It might be argued that this was 
not done in other parts of the country, but 
the conditions in Dublin differed materially 
from those which prevailed elsewhere. He 
suggested that applicants for relief should be 

ut at some walk, such as stone-breakinz, 

ore they got any relief. If that test were 
applied it would be found that there were 
many “‘work-shy " people and that there 
would be less demand for relief than was 


expected. 

Mr. FARREN asked the Senate to reject 
the amendment. It was absurd, he said, 
because it was impossible to carry it out. 
There were 5,000 heads of families in Dublin 
who were in need of relief. It was ridiculous 
to suggest that all these men could be put 
to the work of breaking stones. 

The amendment was rejected. 

PROPOSED SPECIAL RATE. 

Mr. P. J. HOOPER moved to insert before 
Section 7 the following new section :— 

“7. There shall be raised in the portion of 
the Dublin Union specified in sub-section (1) 
íb) of Section 6 of this Act and in each of the 
Unions other than the Dublin Union to which 
this Act applies a special and separate rate of 
sixpence in the pound of the rateable valua- 
tion of such portion of the Dublin Union and 
of such Unions respectively and the proceeds 
of such rates shal] be paid to the Board of 
Guardians of the Dublin Union as contribu- 
tions to the cost of the relief under this Act 
of the destitute poor within the area specified 
in sub-section (1) (a) of Section 6 of this 
Act and shall be applied accordingly.” 

Mr. HOOPER said that his object was to 
secure a more equitable distribution of the 
heavy burden that the Act would place upon 
Dublin. City, and on Rathmines and 
Pembroke. The unemployment problem 
did not arise out of the central area of Dublin 
City itself; it was to a large extent due to the 
coming into that area of people in search of 
employment from the entire County of 
Dublin. Many ratepayers who drew their 
incomes from busmess*in the city lived out- 
Side the city area, and they ought to he made 
to bear a portion of the burden. The only 
way in which to accomplish that, he thought, 
was to make this a county-at-large charge. 

Sir WALTER NUGENT supported the 
amendment. 

AMENDMENT OPPOSED. 

Mr. COUNIHAN, opposing the amendment, 
said that this was an audacious proposal. 
Why not, he asked, include the counties of 
Kildare, Meath and Wicklow, portions of 
which counties were as close to the city as 
portion of Dublin County were? 

Mr. COMYN suggested to the Minister that 
many valuable properties in the City of 
Dublin—not including charitable or religious 
institutions—were exempt from rates, and that 
these, if rated, would relieve the shopkeepers 
of Dublin considerably. 

Mr. DOWDALL supported the amendment. 

Mr. BARRINGTON said that the amend- 
ment would place a burden on persons who 
derived no benefit from their proximity to 
Dublin. | 

The MINISTER, in resisting the amend- 
ment, said that Dublin had not much to com. 
plain of. Statistics for the year 1928 showed 
that the number of persons in receipt of poor 
fre ath Dublin City was 15.6 per 7,000 of the 
population, compared with 51.6 in Rathdown 
and 35.7 in Balrothery. The rate for poor 
relief in Dublin was 2s. 19d. in the pound, 
compared with 3s. 1d. in Cork, 3s. 11d. in 
Waterford, and 8s. in Limerick. In face of 
these figures he thought that there was a 
case for his point of view, and that if the 
poblem was going to be critically and 
efficiently mi, con, Dublin should face its 
responsibility, and should not try to spread 
the burden on the shoulders of other people. 
Dublin City should bear its share of the bur. 
den as other counties were doing. 

Fa amendment was 1ejected by 24 votes 
to 12. 

The Committee stage was passed, and, 
Standing Orders having been suspended, the 
remaining stages of the bill were completed.

being an abuse of the power of the Minister 
and an encroachment ypon the authority of 
the Oireachtas.””. 
He said that it had been the practice of 
Parliaments to keep a very close watch on 
the control of armed forces, and in the pre- 
sent motion he wanted to draw attention to 
a departure from what was right and proper 
in the use of the armed forces of this country. 
Mr. MILROY, intervening, said that there 
was a general feeling that Senator Johnson s 
motion should not be taken at the fag-end of 
the session, and that it should be adjourned 
until after the recess. 
The CHAIRMAN said that Senator John- 
son. if he so desired, coyld proceed. 
Mr. JOHNSON observed that he did not 
like to express his view as to the attempt 
made to baulk this motion. Continuing. he 
said that the Minister had seen fit to seek to 
establish a Volunteer Reserve by enlisting 
men into the Army and, without any 
i of training in the Army, 
transferring them to the Reserve. He 
contended that the Minister was using 
illegitimately and unreasonably the powers 
given to him under the wfence Force Act 
of 1923, to establish a military arm, and was 
overstepping his authority and encroaching on 
the authority of the Oireachtas. The Oireachtas 
never had given any authority for the estab- 
lishment of this new force, except the au- 
thority in the 1923 Act. That authority was 
clearly not contemplated by the Minister, 
because he had informed the Dail some time 
that he was doubtful whether he had 
the power to establish a Volunteer Reserve.

As an article of food oatmeal was going 
out of favour, and his business in that re- 
spect was declining.

PIG-FEEDING IN COUNTY SLIGO. 

Mr. J. A. Dockery, Ballymote, Co. Sligo, 
stated that he fed about 400 pigs every year 
on a mixture, 60 per cent. of which was 
maize. Barley, he said, was not as valuable 
as maize, weight for weight, on account of 
the water and husk.that it contained, and, 
therefore, the mixture should cost less than 
pure maize. Barley-growers should place 
their produce within easy reach of feeders 
at a lower price than maize, when feeders 
could, and would, mix as required. 

If millers were compelled to mix barley 
with maize, the price of barley to millers 
should be so much lower than maize as would 
compensate for the amount of water and 
husk in barley. Barley-growers, he also 
stated, should feed pigs. 

The Commission adjourned until 11 a.m. 
to-day. 


WORK OF TECHNICAL 
SCHOOLS. 


EXHIBITIONS IN PEMBROKE 
AND RATHMINES. 


A most interesting exhibition of students’ 
work was opened yesterday at the Pembroke 
Technical Schools, Ballsbridge. The display 
included examples of the work done in the 
cookery, housewifery, needlework and dress- 
making classes. The quantity of the work 
bears striking testimony to the earnestness 
of both teachers and students, apd the high 
standard of artistic skill reached to the 
efficiency of the instruction given. —. 

lt was pointed out that work of this nature 
is not to be regarded as merely providing 
interesting hobbies, but reacts directly on the 
home and industrial life of the country. The 
tourist traffic, which, after agriculture, 1s one 
of the most important industries of this 
country, is directly helped by the general 
improvement in cookery and housekeeping 
standards which follows instruction of the 
kind provided in these schools. . 

Evidence of a re-awakening of interest in 
this direction is shown by the large numbers 
of students attending the classes. The accom- 
modation is taxed to its utmost and very 
much larger classes could be handled if a 
building more suited to the needs of the 
district were available. . 

MODERN EQUIPMENT. 
The a of the schools is completely 


modern and up-to-date, and includes not alone 
the latest types of gas cooking and heating 
appliances. but an all-electric kitchen, where 


instruction is given in the use of electric 
cookers, heaters, refrigerators, etc. In view of 
the increased uses of electricity, following on 
the Shannon scheme development, this type of 
instruction is both useful and opportune. 

In the domestic economy department, under 
Miss A. Carr, Miss W. ucher Hayes and 
Miss G. Russell, the exhibits are many and 
attractive. 

Cookery (elementary and high-class) in- 
cluded Christmas and wedding cakes, 
luncheon and supper dishes, confectionery, 
preserves (including jams, bottling, drying 
of vegetables, oe, sweet stall, where 4 
variety of bon-bons and sweets were dis- 
played. 

In the housewifery section there are various 
examples of upholstered pofifies, Ottomans, 
cushions, cosies, rugs, sachets, fender stools, 
fire-screens, eiderdowms, bed-spreads and 
fitted work-boxes and upholstered chairs, etc.

|. HE SHANNON-SCHEME, .. .. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Smz,—Mr. R. N. struck the right. 
note when he said that success: of the 
Shannon Scheme depended not on industries, 
but on domestic consumption; but as yet 
little encotiragement seems to be given by the 
Electricity Supply Board in this direction. 
In most where progressive electricity 
undertaki exist electric cookers are iu- 
stalled and maintained free of charge, and 
special low rates are given for current for 
heating purposes—especially for hot-water 
heating—and electric motors are hired out, at 
low rates. I know of on town where á large 
electric cooker is hired at the rate of 10s. per 
quarter ; current for heating water is supplied 
from 9 p.m. to 7 a.m. at $d. per unit, or 
continuously at 3d. per unit, and current for 
motive power is supplied at 14d. per unit. 

I do not wish to put much emphasis on 
the charges; for these, as Mr. Tweeuy 
pointed out, are dependent very largely on 
the vost of the distribution system, which 
naturally is going to be extremely costly {n a 
sparsely populated country such as Ireland. 
There is cause for complaint, however, about 
the lack of enterprise of the Supply Board in 
not hiring eookers and motors and in not 
giving a special price for water-heating. 

A good deal more energy in the matter of 
propaganda and advertisement will also be 
required if the Supply Board ever hope to 
secure the load they anticipated. A _ bolder 
policy is required ; for much more canvassing 
must. be done, and a great deal more explana- 
‘tory literature distributed, if the anticipated 
user of electricity is to be obtained.—Y ours,

PROTECTION OF BIRDS, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISIE TIMES. 

Sir,—The extraordinary amendment to the 
Game Preservation Act, moved by Sir W. 
Hickie in the Senate last Friday,. and 
accepted, fixing the close season for snipe and 
woodcock in the Free State as from tie 
15th February to October 15th every year, 
instead of the dates originally suggested— 
Ist March to 3lst August—by the Depart- 
ment in charge of the Act, is most unjust, 
and will produce, it carried in the Dail, 
universal and intense disapproval by all Irish 
sportsmen. It simply means that no Irish. 
bred snipe and woodcock may be shot by any 
sportsman in the Free State legally. Of 
course, it will encourage illegal shooting 5: 
these birds, specially near the border, is 
the British close time is from: March Ist tu 
August 12th, and snipe and woodcock may 
be legally exposed for sale from 12th August 
to the Ist March following. 

I give the mover of this amendment all 
due credit for his desire to aid preservation, 
but his amendment shows a lamentable lack 
of any knowledge of the habits of such 
migratory birds as snipe and woodcock ov 
their migrations, and ignorance of the fact 
that not ten per cent. of the home-bred birds 
remain till after the 15th October, or arrive 
back from the south till after the 15th Feb- 
ruary. Between those times nearly all of 
them are in France, Southern Spain and 
Northern Africa; and who will trouble to 
preserve them in Ireland for the practically 
sole benefit of gunners in such foreign 
countries? 

By the 24th October almost all the home- 
bred snipe and woodcock have left for the 
south with the October moon, while the 
early migrants trom the north are arriving, 
who remain here all winter till the February 
moon towards the 24th of that month, when 
they depart again for the north, and the 
home-bred birds arrive here from the south 
to commence nesting in the summer, Some 
twenty-five years ago the old Game Act was 
amended to make the close time for spipe 
and woodcock begin on the Ist March and 
end on the Ist October, insted cf 
the Ist March to the 12th August, 
and the petition against this extension 
to this and neighbouring counties was signed 
by over ninety per cent. of those who had 
game licences. The extension, however, took 
place in the blessed name of uniformity, but 
hardly anyone observed it, and 1 never heard 
of any prosecution taking place for its non- 
observance. The Game Act, as brought out 
by the Government, is a most excellent one 
and non-contentious, Why. should it be 
altered by amendments which, to say the 
least of them, do not.savour much of tech 
nical knowledge and arp"highly contentious’ 
It is to be sincerely hoped thet the Dail, on 
final consideration, will throw out General 
Hickie’s amendment. y, , 

Bad for sportsmen @aouglethrs ameridment 
is, when one comes t0*Mre Comyn's clause in 
the Wild Birds Protection Act one can only 
gasp with amazement. Ave the fishery 
interests—to aid which the Dail has passed 
an <Act—the fruit-growers’ mterests, the 
interests of forestry and those of beekeepers, 
all of which the Government are trying to 
encourage, to be sacrificed to sickly and 
somewhat ignorant sentimentality for all 
kinds of birds, regardless of whether they 
are useful or harmful! There should be no 

wotection for the heron; trout and salmon 
va no greater enemy. He consumes two or 
three pounds of fish a day; he can swallow 
a trout up to one pound weight; he takes 
them off the shallows in summer and the 
spawn-beds in winter, and he will strike and 
kili any fish that passes him, even when it is 
far too large to swallow. I have seen salmon 
up to ten pounds pierced by a heron’s bill 
and. coming down stream dead or dying. 
Blackbirds and thrushes should have no pro- 
tection. They destroy very large quantities 
of strawberries, raspberries, currants, goose- 
berries, and especially cherries; and, though 
‘they do some good, it must be remembered 
that from early November till February most 
of those we have here are migrants from the 
North which are not here in fruit time; our 
own birds winter in France and Haly, 

The bullfinch needs no protection. It is a 
pest not only to all fruit blossoms, but also 
to the shoots of young pine and larch trees. 
The blue tit and the great tit are nearly as 
bad on frvit blossoms, and these two tits add 
to their iniquities by persistently killing bees 
for the honey they contain. These two tits 
should have no protection. The other three 
kinds—the cole tit, the long-tailed tit and 
the marsh tit—are wholly useful, if the senti 
mental fanatics can distinguish the five 
kinds. ' 

As to the peregrine faleon, fine bird as he 
Is, the Free State is trying to get up its stock 
of game, and it must be remembered that. 
for every peregrine, it is losing about one 
head of grouse, duck or partridges—when 
partridges are on the open lands—per day, 
and more when the peregrines are nesting.—

It is a world awry in which an appeal 
for interest in art must be based on the 
argument that, as the saying goes, ‘‘ there 
is money in .it.’’ Little needed. Duke 
Ereole of old to care what the onion- 
sellers thought of his works; Velasquez 
needed not to hold out pleading hands to 
the multitude.

Bodkin, Director of the Nationa] Gallery 
of Ireland, appealed at Rathmines for a 
national patronage of the fine arts, and 
lamented that cultivators of the arts in 
Ireland now ‘‘toil in the face of apathy 
or frank hostility.” He held up the 
example of France—a land which lavishly 
maintains art schools, galleries and 
museums, and finds materia] reconi pense 
in its command of all industries 
which depend upon beautifal design. 
Yet even the profitable cultivation 
of the arts in France never would 
stir a people of dulled apprehension 
to artistic endeavour. Patronage follows— 
it never can create—the love of beauty. 
Twice in history, as Mr. Bodkin said, art 
has flourished in our own. country. In 
ancient times a strange, rich sculpture 
planted high crosses at holy places. Books 
were illuminated with a patient devotion 
that has set all later ages wondering. 
Shrines, processional crosses and chalices 


were elaborated with a beauty that was all | 


the more marvellous because it was not 
learned from Greece. These things all 
manifested an enthusiasm; and so. it was 
with the dignified architecture, the distin-

The Royal Air Force bears a proud 
motto, and, facing the dangers of an un- 
charted element, is ready always, by 
heroic failure, to achieve success. Late 
last night the Air Ministry received from 
the French authorities confirmation of the 
fears that liad been entertained for 
Squadron-Leader A. G. Jones-Willianis 
and Flight-Lieutenant N. H. Jenkins. 
When on Tuesday morting these two 
gallant officers rose from Cranwell Aero- 
drome into the mist on their attempt to 
reach Cape Town and win back for Great 
Britain the “ record ” for a long-distance 
flight, at present. held by France, an 
Empire, proud to possess such sons, waited 
to do them honour in the hour of their 
expected triumph. Now the same Empire, 
richer by their example as it is poorer by 
their loss, must mourn thei: death. At 
four o'clock on Tuesday afternoon a wire- 
less message stated that they were fifty 
miles off the north-west coast of Sardinia. 
Then followed a long silence, and the 
expected message at eight o'clock never 
came. Later a report was received that 
natives south of Tunis had seen an aero- 
plane fall and that the two pilots were 
dead. Immediately the French Govern- 
ment ordered its officials in Tunis to make 
every effort to find out the facts and to 
provide what he'p was needed. Now we 
know the sad.truth...-It was only 
last April that Squadron-Leader Jone-- 
Williams and Flight-Lieutenant Jenkiiis, 
in the same Fairey monoplane, cx- 
cited the admiration of the world by 
their non-stop flight to Karachi. Some 
might have s posed that by this feat 
they had earned exemption from the more 
perilous duties of their services. Such, 
however, are not the traditions of a Force 
that is as rich in zeal as it is young in 
years. The Royal Air Force needed its 
best pilots for a difficult and dangerous 
task, and they were forthcoming.

A GOOD HUNT. 

These ee ai met at Cloughjordan on 
Wednesday last week in very stormy 
weather. Knockrue and Moodreeney were 
drawn blank, but there were a brace of foxes 
in Knoknacree Wood. Scent was very bad, 
but hounds hunted over the hill to Scott 
furze, where there was a long check. A 
holloa away from Hartey’s scrub put us right 
again, and the pack ran over the road to 
Sopwell back-gate. and on through Quinlisk’s 
bog. Leaving Behamore on their right the 
went on with a much improved scent, throug 
the Heathy Island, and up over the top of 
Elm Hill, as if for Ballinahinch. Not 
entering the covert, they crossed Clifton, as if 
for Fairy Hill, but hounds were stopped here 
as darkness had fallen. , 

On Saturday last the meet was at Shinrone. 
Finding in Cangort hounds ran round the place, 
scent bein bad. for an hour, and marked to 
ground. Ballinahinch was next tried. There 
was a quick find, and with scenting con- 
ditions much better hounds got away on good 
terms. They ran hard towards’ Knockshe- 
gowna, and then, turning right-handed, crossed 
Clifton and Whitehall, back into covert again. 
Not making any delay there they went “fr 
at a great pace, across Elm Hill, throug 
Cangort Park, and into Cangort big wood, 
where hounds were beaten after a very fine 
hunt of 40 minutes. Finding again in 
Quakerstown, hounds started to run hard, 
with a great scent, across the road into 
Cangort. Going through the laurels at the 
house, they swung right-handed, and carried 
on thfough Spring Park, into Fairy Hill. 
They did not enter the covert, but went 
through the Bullock Park and Prospect, and, 
crossing Cangort bog, went on into Cangort 
wood. Finding the earth stopped the fox 
carried on through Cangort Park, as if for 
Ballinahinch, but, turning right-handed agajn, 
they crossed Quakerstown, and ran straight 
across Ballaghboy to Ballincor. By this time 
it was getting dark, and no one was with 
hounds. Leaving the covert on their leit, 
they turned right-handed and came back over 
Rathcahill and Kilmurray, and were finally 
stopped at 5.30 in Cangort, after a very fine 
hunt of two hours. infortunately most of 
the field had gone homo before this run.

DUHALLOW HOUNDS. 


Meeting at Rock Mills on Thursday, De- 
cember 12th, these hounds had a most disap- 
pointing day. There had been a very heavy 
storm the night before. Rock Mills, Bally- 
keating, Rock Vale, and Annesgrove were ali 
blank, but a fox was eventually found in 
copse. He ran up and down the glen several 
times, and twice crossed the road, but was 
headed back, each time by footpeople, and 
finally got to ground. 

A large field turned out at Oliver's Cross 
on Saturday. Ballyviniter was the first 
draw, and a brace were soon on foot. Going 
away on the Mallow side the hunted fox 
only went three fields before turning back 
into covert, and then going away on the 
opposite side crossed the road, as though 
for Lysaght’s Gorse. Before reaching this, 
however, he was headed by a man plough- 
ing, and turning right-handed went back into 
the covert, where be was marked to ground. 

Crow's Glen did not hold, but Annakissa 
held, as usual, and going across through 
Hunter’s Glen hounds ran on as far as the 
road; then swinging right-handed back into 
Annakissa, hunted on into Clash Wood, and 
back again into Annakissa, where scent 
failed. The laurels at Castle Kevin were 
then drawn, and being blank hounds went 
home. 

When hounds arrived at Ivy Bridge on 
Monday, December 16th, there was a thick 
fog. This,. however, lifted in half an hour, 
and hounds moved off to draw Ballyhillogue. 
Finding here they could, however, do 
nothing with this fox being barely 
able to own the line for three fields. 
Finding again almost at once on the other 
side of the road, hounds ran on as though for 
Love's Glen, but, crossing the river near 
Kilquane, the fox kept left-handed as though 
Nursetown were his *point; but finally ran 
hounds out of scent not far from Karrakeala 
rocks, after a nice gallop. 

The old covert at Ballyknockin was then 
drawn for the first time for some years, and 
a fox was quickly away. The fog was vers 
thick here above the river, and for several 
fields hounds could only be heard and not 
seen. Crossing the glen near Analintha 
Bridge, hounds hunted on past Monaparson’s 
Cross, and turned right-handed, before swing- 
ing again to the left towards Nursetown, 
where there was a long check, hounds finall: 
carrying the line into covert and on for about 
half-a-mile, where they marked .heir fox to 
ground, after a most enjovable hunt, 
a long way from their next draw, 
went home. 

A sharp frost greeted followers on their 
arrival at Lisgriffin Cross, but it had not gone 
into the ground, and after a short delay 
hounds moved off to draw Ardprior. There 
were a brace and a half of foxes here, and, 
after breaking several times one finally went 
away in the direction of Castle Cor. Running 
up the glen at the side of the park he crossed 
the road, and leaving Ballygraddy on his 
left, looked like returning to Ardprior, but 
swinging left again continued on nearly to 
Ballygrace, where he got to ground after a 
good unt of one hour and ten ninutes. 
Scent was never good after leaving Castle 
Cor. Leary’s Glen, Castle Cor, and Bally.

ANNUAL DISTRIBUTION 
OF PRIZES.

The annual prize distribution took place at 
Rutland High School, Dublin, yesterday. 
The Rev. William Anderson, M.A., Head- 
master, Mountjoy School, presided. 

Miss Stanton, M.A., principal of the school, 
read the report for the schoo} year, 1928-29, 
which, she said, was one of -hard and suc- 
cessful work. The report went on to state 
that the number of girls on the roll at the 
end of the year was 162, an increase of 
on the yeat before. Of the two senior girls 
entered for sizarship in modern languages, 
one was awarded a sizarship, and the other 
did very creditably in the examination. Four 
girls entered for the leaving certificate 
examination, and all passed, honours. being 
gained in lish and drawing. Of the 
upper sixth, three girls had entered Trinity 
College, Dublin, three had taken up kinder- 

arten training, and one was now in the 
Kildare street hi gy College. In the 
Scripture examination, held under the direc- 
tion of the Church of Ireland and the Pres- 
byterian Church, 53 girls passed, 51 gaining 
prizes, along with two special prizes. At 
the examinations held by the Royal Drawing 
Society, 23 papers were awarded horiours cer- 
tificates, and 13 second class certificates, and 
the general repert of the work sent in was 
very satisfactory. 

CHAIRMAN’S SPEECH. | 

The Chairman said that he would like to 
remi< all the girls that they were living in 
an age of wonderful opportunity. For the 
girls of to-day there were more avenues open 
to fields of fruitful activity than at any other 
period in the world’s history. Doors that 
even thirty years ago were barred to women 
were now wide open. The Universities, many 
of the professions, commerce, even the Im- 
perial Parliament had been invaded by women 
in their own time, Opportunity, the first 
conditidh of advancement, was already won

for them. The second condition of success— 
efliciency—rested with themselves. He asked 
them not to spend their time in fleeting plea- 


sures. 
COMPULSORY IRISH. 

Referring to compulsory Irish, the Chair- 
man went on to say that he would like to 
see a readjustment of the curriculum that 
would allow a place for two additional sub- 
jects—bookkeeping and natural science. Strong 
views were held, he said, and strong opinions 
had been expressed on the wisdom of the 
policy of the Free State Government with 
regard to compulsory Irish. Irish had been 
an Intermediate subject for many years, 11 
not from the very beginning of the system. 
Tt had been taught, and as was shown by 
the marks gained at examinations, exceed- 
jugly well taught, in a large number of 
schools before the establishment of the Free 
State. The New Government, no doubt, 
considered it necessary to introduce new 
measures to increase the density of the Irish 
National atmosphere. ‘The policy of compul.- 
sion concerned for the most part the schools 
in which Irish had not formerly found a 
place. Such schools had already a full 
curriculum, Reorganisation had, therefore, 
become necessary in order to provide for the 
new subject; and although these schools had 
retained all the old subjects, they were 
obliged to give less attention to some of 
them. There had been, perhaps, a diminu- 
tion in the standard of adulndas attained 
in sone subjects, but he believed that it was | 
not so much as might have been expected 
Every teacher interested in the future of his 
pupils must hold that a waste of time was 
involved in the study of any subject which 
was not useful to the pupil in after years. 

CONSIDERATION, : 

He desired to acknowledge the consideration 
with which the policy of compulsion had 
been applied to the secondary schools. While 
it was required that lrish should be accorded 
a place in the curriculum of every secondary 
school, and that it must be taken by every 
candidate for the intermediate certificate, yet 
it was not made obligatory on every pupil, 
and the standard demanded at the inter- 
mediate certificate examination was not un- 
reasonably difficult. 

The Chairman then reviewed the successes 
of the pupiis, and sincerely congratulated the of 
head mistress and staff on the splendid report 
lor the past yea.

The re- 
wiainder of the month was very wet, almost 
contingots heavy rains, accompanied by 
storms, having been experienced in nearly 
all districts. Lov-lying lands were flooded, 
although less damage than usual has been 
caused. In the drier counties a fair amount 
of ploughing was done in the early part of 
the month. and some winter wheat and oais 
ve sown. Field work generally was ham- 
pered, and seeding operations were delaye| 
owing to the sodden condition of thie soil. 
Drains were opened and clearéd, and thresh- 
jig Wag carned on indoors. Mangel erops 
eve harvested, afd in sugar beet growing 
districts this éfop was lifted aud deliverics 
io factory effected. Some ploughing of lea 
land was done. Otherwise farm work was 
practically at a standstill owing to continual 
ir! ! ' 
Pastures stood fairly well, but are now 
getting Grass is still plentifal in 
Counties Carlow, Wicklow and Waterford. 
Owing to mildness of weather, very little 
jodder has so far been required for outlying 
stock, and there has been very little ínrond 
wade on the supplies of winter fodder; with 
casonable economies there is little danger of 
a shortege.

This would probably 
secount to a considerable extent for the slow 
movement of the grain market. 

THE FLAX CROP.

sown crops, and some injury from finger and 
toe disease, though not Serious, reduce

The stigay beet crop yielded remarkably 
well) Up te 19 tons per statute acre has 
been recorded in County Carlow, The stigar 
content is unusually high.

The severe weather conditions during the 
latter part of the month rendered the sowing 
of winter wheat impracticable.

Colonel 
Byrne was elected to the rd in 1919, and 
was in charge of our London office. The 
vhole of his time and energies were devoted 
to the company’s service, and the work he 
did for ns was invaluable. 


Mr. Mason joined our Board when we took 
i; controlling interest im the North-Eastern 
steel Co., Litd., of ‘which he was at that 


time a director. His wide knowledge of 
affairs and finance was of the greatest assist- 
ance to. us at all times. 

Mr. Moody was a very old servant of the 
company. He joined us in 1892, and rose to 
the position. of general works manager of 
Britannia and Newport Works. He was also 
president of the Iron and Steel Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association, The loss of these four 
gentlemen has, indeed, been a beavy blow to 
all of us.

THE COAL BILL. 
HOW IT WILL HIT THE STEEL TRADE. 


Speaking of the coal position generally, I |‘

The scheme aims at increasing prices so 
that coal-owners may meet increased costs. 
But, we are steel-makers, consuming our own 
output of coal. We cannot charge an in- 
creased price for our coal; but we shall 
none the less have to bear increases in our 
costs arising from alterations in the hours 
and Wages of our inen and from the enforced 
reduction of our output, 
. The iron and steel trade itself is sub- 
jected to severe competition, especially from 
the continental makers with cheaper labour 
and, in many cases, cheaper materials, and 
it seems to me clear that unless we are 
allowed to supply our own requirements of 
fuel from our own collieries without restric- 
tion, serious damage will be done to the iron 
and steel industry, with the inevitable result 
that output will be curtailed. 
As regards our own collieries, we produced 
2,081, tons last year, about 100,000 tons 
more than we produced in 1928. In the near 
future we shall have to close down Hedley, 
Hope, and South Brancepeth Collieries, as 
they are now almost worked out, but this 
reduction in output will be made up by 
further development at Sherburn Hill and 
Tursdale, and there is no reason to suppose 
that we shall not be able to maintain for 
many years to come our present output of 
coal and, if necessary, to.increase it. 
THE SYDNEY BRIDGE. 
The Bridge and Constructional Department 
has been very busy throughout the year. 
Progress on the Sydney Harbour Bridge is 
satisfactory. Work is now proceeding on the 
main structure of the bridge itself, and both 
ends are projecting well over the water. 
The junction of the two portions of the arch 
may be expected about autumn of next year. 
The bridge across the Limpopo River, link- 
ing up the Transvaal and Southern Rhodesia, 
was completed during the vear. 
We have during the year cbtained con- 
tracts for several other bridges, including the 
Lambeth and Bangkok Bridges, on.ajl of 
which ‘work is proceeding satisfactorily, and 
we believe will provide a reasonable profit. 
Last year our profits included a sulsstantial 
sum in respect of contracts completed during 
the year, but as we do. vot take anything 
into the accounts for profit until construc- 
tion is. complete, or approaching completion, 
only a smail sum was available during the 
year now under review. 
AUSTRALIAN ENTERPRISE. 
Last year, as you are aware, we sold our 
Constructional Shops and the goodwill of our 
Australian business to Australian Iron and 
Steel, Ltd. The latest report that we have 
from Mr. Ennis, who represents us on the 
Board of Australian Iron and-Steel Ltd., in- 
forms us that the works have been kept in 
full operation at satisfactory prices during 
the last twelve months; he tells us that the 
new Cast Iron Pipe Foundry by the Delavaud 
process was started recently, and has proved 
a very great success, and although the pipes 
are lighter than those made by the old 1.10- 
cess of manufacture, they have at the same 
time been proved by exhaustive tests to be 
much stronger, and there can be no doubt 
they will command a ready sale at profit- 
able prices. The new biast-furnace is work- 
ing well, and good progress has been made 
with the erection of the new mills.

Close consideration is now being given 
to these points, and we are convinced that 
along these lines substantial economies are 
likely to result.

HOPE OF BIG BUYING MOVEMENT. 
As regards the coming year, we have made 
a good start, and with the exception of cor- 
rugated sheets we have a fair order book. 
particalarly for shipbuilding and construc- 
tional material. : 
Prospects are good in most departments, 
but we must not disguise from ourselves the 
fact that the fear of increased taxation and 
of Jabour and financial troubles is likely to 
restrict business in the near future. Already 
the freight market is suffering, and cargo 
boats are being laid up. Another disquiet- 
ing feature is the continued increase in the 
imports of manufactured goods. 
‘evertheless, the world’s requirements are 
large; vast undertakings have been held up 
for many years past waiting for a return of 
confidence. Changes come about very gg 
particularly in the iron and steel trade, and 
it would not surprise me to see a heavy buy- 
ing movement come along before the end of 
next year. Let us hope it may be so. 
A year ago I mentioned the effect of the 
Jate Government’s proposals for assistance 
to industry by relief from a large proportion 
of the local rates. We have had’ the benefit 
of this relief since the Ist December, 1928, 
by way of reduction of the railway. rates op 
coal, coke, ironstone, and limestone from the 
collieries and quarries to our works. This in 
itself has proved to be a substantial help, 
but since the Ist October this year we are 
getting the benefit of further assistance from 
the reduction by three-quarters of the local 
rates on our iron and steel works and col- 
lieries. Although 1 am aware that the local 
rates will have to be made up from some 
other fund, yet 1 am glad to say that the
